Haas said the

teachers, not 
now employed, nrc 
available to fill the vacancies.’* 
"The total num ber of qualified ap­ 
plicants plus the teachers who have 
' cen employed on emergency cer- 
; ficatex Ls adequate to fill all the 
vacancies except in some special 
subject fields,” Dr. Haas said In a 
statem ent. 
Need Grade Teachers 
He added that reports submitted 
lo the office of Dr. Henry Klonower, 
director of teacher education and* 
certification, show "there still exists 
,i real shortage in the field of rural 
elem entary 
education” 
and 
that 
"this situation is particularly acute 
in tile ungraded elementary (o n e-j 
room i schools." 
On the other hand, reports from 
college presklents show there were 
3.387 graduates In teacher education 
from all colleges and universities, 
but only 476 were trained in ele­ 
m entary education. 
' Tile requirem ent bi the number 
cf teachers employed Is about equal 
In the elem entary and secondary 
j grades, but the proportion of new 
graduates going into teaching shows 
a ratio of about five to one in favor 
of the secondary’ field.” Dr. Haas 
stated. 
May Have Surplus 
This, he continued, raises "the 
distinct possibility of a perm anent 
surplus of secondary teachers in 
certain subjects as English, social 
studies, and so forth, developing in 
the face of this shortage of ele­ 
m entary teachers.”
